Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 1 1/18/02, with respect to claims 1 and 17 have been 
considered but are moot for the same reasons as pointed out in the previous final 
rejection. 

Applicants argue on page 2, 1^^ paragraph, the examiner contends that "tracking 
the location of a user" taught by reference to Titmuss reads on "service logic for 
determining a current location of the mobile subscriber" or "determining a current 
location of the mobile subscriber". 

Applicants argue that "because no reference is cited providing the teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to combine Titmuss with Dufour, Applicants assume the office 
action is relying on facts within the personal knowledge of the examiner". The examiner 
disagrees. As pointed out at previous final rejection, the examiner relied on the 
motivation as suggested by Dufour (see col .2 lines 1-19).
